Add at the end of subtitle A of title XVIII the fol-

lowing: 

SEC. 1807. INAPPLICABILITY OF CERTAIN WAIVERS. 1

Notwithstanding any other provision of law, the au-2

thority of the President to exercise waivers under sections 3

1244, 1245, 1246, and 1247 of the Iran Freedom and 4

Counter Proliferation Act of 2012 for transactions involv-5

ing any Russian person, or any agency or instrumentality 6

of the Russian Federation, shall terminate on the date 7

that is not later than 30 days after the date of the enact-8

ment of this Act. 9

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  Add at the end of subtitle A of title XVIII the following:
 
  1807. Inapplicability of certain waivers Notwithstanding any other provision of law, the authority of the President to exercise waivers under sections 1244, 1245, 1246, and 1247 of the Iran Freedom and Counter Proliferation Act of 2012 for transactions involving any Russian person, or any agency or instrumentality of the Russian Federation, shall terminate on the date that is not later than 30 days after the date of the enactment of this Act.
